to be nouriſded tn Englande as ſhe ſhould thinke good, and that the Caſtels of Edenburgh and Stryueling 
doulde be tn Engliſhe mens keping,and that the Caſtell of Diibzetton ſhoulde be beſieged and taken, and 
rendzed to her Maieſties behoofe, and that Therle of Murrey ſhould be declared legittime toſucceede to the 
crowne of Scotlande after the deceaſſe of the poung pꝛince oz kyng without barnes, and in that caſe Therle 
of Surrey ould acknowledge to holde the Realme of Scotland in fee of her Maieſtie as Nueene of Eng- 
lande: Her Pateſtie as (he ts and by Gods grace intendeth during her lyte to be a pzince of honour, anda 
maintaynecr oftrueth,doth in the woꝛde of a Queene, let all perſons to know, that all and euery theſe foze- 
ſarde thinges aboue ſpecifted, are altogether falſe and vntrue, and are deuiſed by perſons of mere malice 


and rancour, beyng diſpoſed to nouriſhe factions and difcozdes, and hating the goodquietnes and concoꝛde 


betwirt the two Kealmes of Englande and Scotlande. Foz this her Maieſtie likewiſe aſſureth all per- 
ſons, that as of theſe vntruethes and falſhoods there was neuer conuention noꝛ accozde bet wirt her Ma- 
ieftie and the ſaide Earle, noꝛ betwirt him and any her miniſters to her Pateſties knowledge : So wag 
there not at all any conuention 02 pact, epther by wozde oz wzytyng, made bet wirt her Maieſtie and the 
ſarde Carle, tos any thing, ſince his laſt comming into this Realme, although it is true that ſome motions 
haue ben made, aſwell by Therle of Lennox and the Ladie his wyfe, bepng,as it is no wen, parentes to the 

late murthered father of the pꝛince, as by others, that if hereafter it (houlde be ſeene that the ſapde pꝛince 
could not continue in ſaletie tn Scotlande from thattemptes of the murtherers of His father, and other 
his moztall enemies, that then he might be nouriched in Englande vnder the cuſtodie of ſuch as nowe haue 
the charge of hym, and are knowen to haue molt tender care of hym. But hereof was there neuer any ma; 
ner of conuentton oꝛ accozde, neither pet was there heard by her Maieſtie any wozde of the Earle of Mur- 
rey og of any in his company, to alowe of any remouing of the ſame pꝛince out of Scotlande, oz out of the 
charge of them that nowe haue the cuſtodie of hym. Ind likewiſe her Maieſtie aſſureth all maner of pers 
ſons, that the efteemeth all other repoztes falſe, that are ſayd alto to be made of any league and intelligence 
betwirt the Earle of Purrep and the Earle of Hertfozde, with other ſuch like impꝛobabie falſe deurſes and 
ſlaunders, Ill whiche her Maieſtie woulde haue to be ol all honeſt perſons both Engliſhe and Scottilhe 
that loue trueth and hate falſhood, to be eſteemed fo falſe, and to haue ben ſedictouſly and malictouſly in⸗ 
uented deuited, and publiſhed. Finally, this her Maieſtie willeth all perſons to vnderſtande, that in this 
cauſe betweene the Queene of Scottes and her ſonne, there hath lacked no good meaning, noz pet doth, to 
haue had the lame well ended with quietnes fo; the whole nation of Scotlande, and without any pꝛeiu· 
dice to the crowne of Scotlande, oz to the dignitie thereof: Che let and impediment of whiche good 

her Bateſtie woulde all perſons to vnderſtande, not to baue come of her q her counſel, as hereafter 


moze manikeftly appeare.
